final point of the police power the argu­ 
ment says:

Was liquor 


suddenly obtruded upon h i. innocent and 
unsuspecting public, or did it change its 
character, or the citizens their habits? If 
not, why extend the powers of the State 
to fields so boundless a d extraordinary? 
Governor Sherman and the attorney gen­ 
eral of Iowa have been notified that the 
case will be submitted this week.

decision will be awaited with intense in 
terest, as it will affect every State the 
legislature of which enacts a prohibition 
liquor law.

A N ew M ethod o f F ix in g th e lim it« ol

sioner Sparks is hav ing a readjustment of 
railroad land grants for the purpose of 
showing in his annual report how much 
more the railroads hare secured than they 
wera entitled to. There is no doubt but most 
of the land-grant roads hav e secured lands 
in ex cess of their grants, but the statement 
now 
being 
prepared 
in 
the 
land 
office will make this ex cess more striking 
by resorting to a new method cf calculat* 
iug the boundaries of the grants. 
From the 
time of the grant to the Illinois Central, 
the first of the series, down to the present 
time, 
the 
method 
of fix ing the lim­ 
its of 
the 
grant 
has 
been 
to de- 
scriba a 
curv e 
at 
each 
change 
in 
the general direction of the road, not 
including the minor sinuosities, the radiu3 
of which curv e is equal to the width of the 
grant one side of the track, and then con­ 
nect these curv es by tangents, the latter 
lines being the boundaries of the grant. 
This 
method 
was sanctioned 
by 
At­ 
torney General Crittenden in the case 
of 
the 
Illinois 
Central. 
The present 
policy of the 
land 
office is to con­ 
cede to the railroad company not a single 
inch that can be helped, and to make the 
ex cess of lands secured by the railroad com­ 
panies appear as largo as possible a new 
method of fix ing the 
bounds has been 
adopted. 
A t interv als along the line of the 
road perpendicular lines, equal in length to 
the width of the grant on one side of the 
track, 
are drawn, 
and then the 
ends 
of these lines are connected by lines parallel 
with the road, and these lines are taken to 
both boundaries of the grant. 
A t ev ery 
turn in the road this new method cuts off a 
small, three-cornered pieco of land that was 
allowed to the railroad company under the 
old method of calculation. This new method 
of adjustment 
has been applied in the 
case of the grant to the Winona & S t 
Peter railroad, and before it is to be applied 
any 
further 
it will be 
submitted to 
Secretary Lamar for his approv al, and the 
right of the gov ernment to employ this 
method will be argued. 
If this method be 
approv ed by the secretary and affirmed by 
the courts, it will affect the titles of settlers 
who hav e bought of the railroad companies 
lands included 
in the 
grants by 
the 
old method 
and ex cluded by the new, 
but the settlers can easily protect them­ 
selv es in their possession. 
If the right of 
tha gov ernmant to these tracts is affirmed, 
the settlers can pre-empt or homestead the 
lands they are in possession of, or if they 
hav e ex hausted their rights of homestead­ 
ing or pre-emption they can buy them of 
the gov ernment at tha gov ernm ents price, 
and in either case they can sue the railroad 
companies for what they hav e paid for 
their lands.
